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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 4-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1, 3-4, 5, and 8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Giovanni (EP 399,962). GIOVANNI teaches a mannequin comprising a body including 
a torso 1 and arms 12. The arms include a plurality of joints with servo motors allowing 
the joints to move in a predetermined direction by a control unit which is referencing 
data on a memory card. 

As to claim 3, Giovanni teaches the drive section includes servomotors 12 and 
transmission gears. 

As to claim 4, Giovanni illustrates in Fig. 5 an electrical network that is remotely 
operated via keyboard 18. 
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As to claim 5, Giovanni teaches the control circuit is driven by a memory card. It 
would be inherent that the storage device be conned to the electrical communication 
network for the device to function. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Giovanni 
(EP 399,962) in view of Eiji (JP 1 1-179063). Giovanni teaches the device substantially 
above. Giovanni does note teaches the use of a pneumatic driving system. Eiji teaches 
movable doll having pneumatic driving system including an air compressor 2E, a 
pressure control unit 202 and a valve unit 205. It would have been obvious to one of 
orindary skill in the art to modify the transmission gears of Giovanni with the pneumatic 
driving system, as they both are means of movement for a device. The pneumatic 
system would provide less moving parts would an ordinary artisan would appreciate. 

Claim 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Giovanni (EP 399,962) in view of Reijro (JP 7-104692). Giovanni teaches the device 
substantially above. Giovanni does not teach the use of a sensor capable of sensing a 
passer that has stopped for a period of time. Reijro teaches a motion toy used for 
advertisement that includes a sensor (photo sensor) so that when people are not 
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around, the device is not active, but when people are around to the sensor detects the 
people and is activated allowing the toy to motion when people are around. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in combine the motion mannequin of 
Giovanni with the sensor of Reijro to save power when people are not in view of the 
mannequin. This would allow for power to be consumed only when advertising would 
be effective, which an ordinary artisan would appreciate. 

As to claim 7, it would be inherent that the sensor above would be placed in the 
front, rear, right or left side of the mannequin. 

As to claim 8, the mannequin of Giovanni would be capable to imitating poses of 
fashion models.
